Police in appeal 
to motorcyclists 


MOTORBIKE riders are 
being urged to take care 
on Suffolk roads following 
the deaths of three riders 
in the last three months. 

So far this year, 14 people have 
died as a result of collisions on 
Suffolk’s roads, six of whom have 
been motorcyclists. 

At Easter, Suffolk Police 
launched Operation Ryde, aimed 
at reducing the number of 
motorcycle deaths and serious 
collisions on the county’s roads, 
and they are now reinforcing the 
campaign’s messages. 

Police are urging riders to be 
aware of the dangers they face on 
the road, to take care when 
riding and to be aware of the 
potential consequences of 
speeding or careless driving. 

As part of the campaign, a 
DVD called John’s Story, 
highlighting a rider’s account of a 
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collision he was involved in two 
years ago was produced, which 
has so far attracted more than 
9,000 views. 

Police are now urging more 
riders to view the film and listen 
to the safety messages it 
contains. 

Throughout the summer, 
members of the constabulary’s 
casualty reduction team will be 
travelling the county’s roads, 
visiting events and dealerships to 
educate motorcyclists about 
road safety and what can be 
done to reduce the number of 
fatal and serious collisions. 

Sergeant Paul Ward who heads 
the team as part of the Suffolk 
constabulary’s roads policing 
unit said: “We are very keen for 
motorcyclists across the county 


to take extra care when out on 
our roads and to listen to the 
messages contained in John’s 
Story. 

“Eight motorcyclists died on 
our roads last year, and six have 
died in 2012 already. We are 
asking that all riders take simple 
safety measures when out on the 
roads - be visible, dress for safety, 
be aware of other road users and 
drive safely." 

Police officers will be carrying 
out patrols on weekends 
throughout the summer, 
interacting with motorcyclists, 
giving advice and guidance and 
providing an increased level of 
education in relation to the anti¬ 
social and unlawful use of 
motorcycles.

Derek Bowering, of 
Abbotts Road, Haverhill, 
had been due to be 
sentenced at Ipswich 


Crown Court on 
Monday, following a 
previous postponement 
a week earlier. 

Bowering, 42, had 
pleaded guilty at an 
earlier hearing to twice 
being in possession of a 
bladed article in a 
public place. 

He had been in poss¬ 
ession of a kitchen knife 


in Chilton Street, Clare 
and Chapel Drive, 
Haverhill, both on 
January 31. 

He also pleaded guilty 
to an offence of false 
imprisonment of a 
woman at Haverhill on 
the same date. 

Judge John Devaux 
told Bowering, who has 
already spent more than 


190 days in custody, that 
he was worried that an 
extensive package of 
support which would 
take eight weeks to 
arrange, might not be 
ready for when he was 
released. 

Bowering, who con¬ 
tinues to be remanded 
in custody, is due to be 
sentenced on October 8.

A COUPLE who have just 
landed an eye-watering 
£148 million Lottery win 
plan to stay in Haverhill and 
share the cash with others 
to “make them smile”. 

Adrian and Gillian Bayford, from 
Haverhill, received the second 
biggest payout ever by scooping 
the jackpot in Friday night’s 
EuroMillions draw. 

They faced a mass of television 
cameras and journalists’ questions 
when their identity was revealed 
by Camelot on Tuesday morning at 
the upmarket Down Hall Country 
House Hotel in Hertfordshire. 

Gillian, a canny Scot, assured 
the media gathered there that she 
would not be rushing out to buy 
Gucci handbags and the first thing 
the family did to celebrate was 
tuck into a takeaway pizza meal, 
after daughter Amy, 6, asked: 
“Have we earned enough money 
to go to Domino’s Pizza for tea?” 

Adrian, 41, who runs the Suffolk 
Music Centre in Queen Street, 
Haverhill, bought his winning 
ticket just along the road at the 
shop run by Sanjay and Bev Patel, 
who were also invited along to the 
press conference. 

His wife Gillian, 40, a healthcare 
assistant in the children’s ward at 
Addenbrooke’s, told how she was 
trying to get son Cameron, 4, to go 
back to sleep on Friday night, as 
Adrian tried to tell her of his win. 

Adrian said: “I had been 
watching the film the Bank Job, 
and then when Gillian came back 
we put the news on. 

“I saw that I had three numbers, 
then I realised I had got them all. 

“I checked it two or three times, 
it did not sink in at first. 

“When we both realised we just 
looked at each other and giggled - 
it was a really nice feeling. When 
you get that sort of money it is 
difficult to take in. 

“It is such a vast sum.” 

Adrian said the family had no 
plans to leave Haverhill to live a 
jet-set lifestyle and he would be 
reopening his shop to customers 
before the week is out. 

He said: “We will be staying in 
Haverhill, this is our home. I hope 
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to keep the shop going. We plan to 
open again later this week.” 

So far their shopping list is 
modest, even though Gillian 
admits she stayed up all night 
researching cars and other luxuries 
on the internet, which she never 
dreamed she would have enough 
money to buy. 

She would like an Audi Q7 car, 
Adrian has always wanted to visit 
the Canadian Rockies by train and 
Cameron would like a Dalek. 

The couple told reporters how 
they had been “like passing ships,” 
as he ran the shop during the day, 
then looked after the children 
while she worked at night. 

Gillian confessed that they 
sometimes struggled to pay the 
bills and this had been a “tight 
month”, when she had been 
worried about buying extra 
holiday clothes for the children. 

She said: “It is slightly scary, but 
exciting. It is too much money for 
one person, but if you spread it 
around it is more enjoyable. 

“We have a very close knit group 
of family and friends who have 
supported us through some diffi¬ 
cult times and it will be nice to be 
able to repay them for that. They 
will keep us grounded and we 
don’t need to rush to spend it - we 
can think about it. 

“I want to see people smile. 
There are too many people around 
with sad faces. It is not just us who 
need to smile. 

“I love my job at the hospital, 
but I plan to give it up so that I can 
spend more time with my family. 

“Children’s charities are 
something close to my heart. 
There are a lot of children who 
don’t get what they deserve.” 

Sanjay Patel, who runs the 
Premier Convenience Store in 
Queen Street, Haverhill, which 
sold the winning ticket, said: “At 
first I just got a phone call to say 
someone from Haverhill had won, 
then I found out it was from my 
shop and I was really pleased.

Another Haverhill shop that was closed on 
Monday also sparked rumours that its owner 
could be the lucky winner and it was a note in 
the window of Suffolk Music Centre in Queen 
Street, Haverhill, on Monday morning that 
seemed to confirm the identity of the multi¬ 
millionaires.

AS new Lottery multi¬ 
millionaires Adrian and 
Gillian Bayford enjoyed the 
first day of a family 
sunshine holiday, it was 
business as usual at his 
music shop. 

Business partner Richard 
Hudspith opened up the doors of 
the Suffolk Music Centre in Queen 
Street, Haverhill, yesterday, the 
day after it was announced that 
the couple had scooped the 
second biggest ever Lottery win of 
£148 million. 

After Adrian and Gillian Bayford 
were revealed as the big winners 
on Tuesday, they were whisked 
away by helicopter and joined by 
children Cameron, 4, and Amy, 6, 
at Stansted Airport. They then 
boarded a budget Easyjet flight to 
an undisclosed sunshine 
destination, somewhere in 
Europe. 

Meanwhile Richard was left 
fielding questions from journalists 
when he opened up the shop, and 
admitted that he too was 
struggling to come to terms with 
the massive sum his friend had 
won. 

He said: “It has been quite an 
unusual few days and I think they 
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just wanted to get away and spend 
some time by themselves for a 
while. 

“I will be opening the shop until 
they get back, which will be 
whenever they are ready. I spoke 
to Adrian yesterday, it was just a 
normal conversation. 

“There has been a lot of press 
interest, but it has not been too 
intrusive. Silly stories will come 
out, not that there are any 
skeletons in their cupboard. 

“I don’t think they will change 
that much. We will keep the shop 
open, but we will have to sit down 
and talk about it, as Adrian may 
not want to come in here every 
day. 

“We will have to see. We like it 
here, we are part of a nice little 
business community, it is a nice 
area. 

“If I won that sort of money, I 
would be like them. It would be 
about paying off mortgages for 
family, cars for dads, that kind of 
thing. 

“That amount of money is life¬ 
changing in a happy way, but their 
core values as people probably 


won’t change much. 

“They have always put their 
children first, they don’t have 
huge, extravagant tastes. I think 
they will essentially be the same 
people, but will probably have to 
be more guarded about 
themselves.”

ADRIAN and Gillian’s big 
£148 million Lottery win 
means they have just 
surpassed Lord Archer in 
East Anglia’s rich list. 

The former MP and 
novelist was 15th in The 
Times’ list this year with a 
fortune of £130 million. 

So what could the couple 
buy with their new-found 
fortune? 

Well, there’s the guided 
busway which cost a cool 
£116 million and counting. 
The couple could fork out on 
one to link their home in 
Haverhill with Addenbrooke’s 
where Gillian works. 

The Fitzwilliam Museum 
in Cambridge has this week 
put a £14 million painting by 


Nicolas Poussin on its 
shopping list. It might look 
nice in the couple’s new 
bathroom. 

The record collector could 
splash out on the most 
expensive piece of vinyl in 
the world. 

The Quarrymen’s That’ll Be 
the Day disc is currently 
owned by Paul McCartney 
and has never been offered 
for sale since he bought it. 

Record Collector magazine 
listed the guide price at 
£150,000. The band later 
became The Beatles. 

And Adrian could pick it 
up in the world’s most 
expensive car - a £20 million 
Ferrari 250 GTO - and still 
have plenty left. 


The couple could ask 
Cambridge University for the 
honour to have their names 
associated with one of the 
colleges or its library - New 
Hall was named Murray 
Edwards College after a £30 
million donation from 
former student Ros Edwards 
and her husband Steve. 

Being a music fan, Mr 
Bayford could plough his 
newly found fortune into 
HMV and take over the music 
giants - and still have around 
£100 million to play with. 

Or, if they opted for a life in

luck. Some have been shaking my 
hand to see if it mbs off.

“It still has not really sunk in 
completely that I actually sold the 
ticket that gave someone £148 
million. I just cannot get my head 
around that sort of money. 

“Camelot policy is that they don’t 
pay commission to the person who 
sells the ticket. All we get is the 
publicity, because Adrian has 
chosen to go public. 

“People have been saying that I 
get one percent which would £1.4 
million. I would not be here if I 
had, I would be off on holiday 
somewhere. 

“Adrian comes in here most 
mornings and was only saying a 
couple of weeks ago how business 
was quiet. 

“He would often let other 
customers go first so that we could 
have a joke and a chat - imagine if 
that could have been the winning 
ticket? Customers used to joke that 
this was a losing shop and I always 
used to say, we are waiting for the 
big one. 

“At the press conference they 
insisted that we were allowed up 
on the stage, which was really nice 
of them. Gillian gave me a big hug, 
which was lovely. We are so happy 
for them.” 

The last big Lottery winners in 
Haverhill were a syndicate of 23 
workmates at Havebury Housing’s 
offices in Manor Road, Haverhill, 
who won £2.6 million in 2008 - 
giving them just over £100,000 
each. 

Lucy Czilinsky, 42, leader of the 
syndicate, said they were all still 
working together and doing the 
Lottery each week, without any 
more success so far. 

She said: “We have all paid off 
our mortgages and carried on 
pretty much as normal. 

“I would have liked to win £148 
million, it doesn’t even bear 
thinking about, it is a gobsmacking 
amount and does not even 
compare with £2.6 million. 

“I am sure they are getting a lot 
of help and support from Camelot, 
they are very good. 

“It is such a vastly different 
amount of money to what we won, 
I would not know where to start 
offering them any advice. I just 
hope they enjoy it.”

Stairlift gift for 
ex-football star

MORE than 20 years as a 
professional footballer 
have taken their toll on 83- 
year-old Jim Barrett’s legs, 
but the Professional 
Footballers’ Association 
has come to his aid by 
providing a stairlift at his 
home. 

Jim played for West Ham 
United, as his father before him, 
also called Jim, had done. 

He also played for Nottingham 
Forest and Birmingham City, then 
joined the coaching team at West 
Ham when Ron Greenwood was 
the manager, and coached 
England World Cup winning 
players including Martin Peters, 
Geoff Hurst and the late Sir 
Bobby Moore. 

Jim now lives at Abington 
Place, Haverhill, after moving to 
the town 30 years ago and 
working for a time at its leisure 
centre. 

When he started to experience 
problems getting up and down 
the stairs, his daughter contacted 
the PFA. 

Jim said: “I am really pleased 
with what they have done for me. 
I was not surprised, because I 
know they are pretty good about 
things like that. 

“I have had quite a few 
operations on my knees from 
when I was playing. It got so that 
I could not get up and down the 
stairs. 

“It was in the 40s and early 50s 
when I played for West Ham, just 
after the end of the war. 

“I was classed as unfit for the 
Army because I had one arm 
shorter than the other. It was 
broken as a child and not set 
properly. 

“It was something I had always 
had. You learn to live with it and 
it didn’t affect my football. I was 
not allowed to play until I was 18 
and I was there for four or five 
years.

“My father played for England. 
He was the shortest player they 
ever had, all the others were 6ft 
odd. 

“I only ever played once for the 
England B team when I was at 
Sheffield United. I only played for 
two minutes, and then I got 
injured. 

“I played as a striker and when 
I went to Nottingham Forest, I 
was leading goalscorer for two 


years. Then I got injured and had 
to give up playing, so I went into 
coaching. 

“I have never done anything 
else except play football. I really 
enjoyed it all. 

“It was very different to 
nowadays - we did not get much 
money. 

“When I got my first wages, 
they asked how I wanted it, heads 
or tails.”

SCORES of people attended a 
public exhibition showing how 150 
new homes could be built as part 
of the Haverhill Research Park 
development. 

Visitors viewed plans and commented 
on Taylor Wimpey’s scheme for the land at 
Hanchett End at an event held at the Days 
Inn hotel, Haverhill.

Club-goer guilty of 
assaulting officer 


A POLISH man convicted of 
assaulting a policeman after 
a disturbance at a nightclub 
has been sent to Crown court 
for sentencing after 
magistrates heard he was in 
breach of a suspended 
prison sentence. 

Lukasz Zuk, of Eden Road, 
Haverhill, denied assaulting Pc 
Thomas Darville on May 12, when 
he appeared at Bury St Edmunds 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday. 

Zuk was found guilty, but will be 
sent to Ipswich Crown Court for 
sentencing after magistrates heard 
he was convicted of affray in 
February following an incident 
outside the same premises - Bar Vu 
nightclub in Jubilee Walk, Haverhill. 

At that time Zuk, 27, was given an 
eight-month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, and 
ordered to do 120 hours of unpaid 
work. 

David Cason, prosecuting, told 
magistrates on previous occasion, 
an argument broke out when Zuk 
tried to break into a queue outside 
the club. 

He had twice thrown a metal pole 
into a crowd of people, hitting one

woman, who suffered a broken 
wrist and another, who had a cut on 
the head. 

He continued to be aggressive, 
throwing punches at door staff, and 
was restrained by members of the 
public. 

Mr Cason told the court that in 
May, Pc Darville and Pc Richard 
Bunton were on duty outside Bar Vu 
when they were told by door staff 
that there had been an incident 
inside and two people were leaving. 

Pc Darville said they spoke to the 
two and asked for their details, but 
Zuk ran away. Pc Darville said he 
ran after Zuk, shouting ‘stop police’, 
but he did not stop. 

Mr Cason said: “The defendant 
stopped just as the officer was 
getting near him, turned and raised 
his arm towards the officer, striking 
him in the face. It caused pain and 
discomfort, but no permanent 
injury.” 

Pc Darville said: “I tried to take 
the suspect to the ground, but I was 
not able to, due to him being a 
larger build than myself. 

“When Pc Bunton came we 


managed to get handcuffs on him, 
but he became uncooperative as we 
tried to get him to the van. He kept 
stopping and trying to pull away 
and we had to drag him along.” 

Speaking through a Polish 
interpreter, Zuk told magistrates he 
had not intended to hit the police 
officer, but could have accidentally 
bumped into him as he turned 
around. 

He claimed that his friend had 
been attacked by a drunken man 
inside the club. He said he ran away 
because he did not want to be 
involved in what had happened 
inside the club. 

He said: “I would like to 
apologise, I have been trying to 
avoid any problems. I always attend 
meetings with my probation officer 
and I have attended some therapy. 

“My life is very different to how it 
was a year ago. I am very remorseful 
and I regret being here again. I have 
stopped going to pubs and clubs in 
order to avoid any problems.” 

Richard Kemp, chairman of the 
magistrates, told him: “We find that 
you were reckless in your actions 
and that caused contact with the 
police officer, which constitutes 
assault.”

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We demand a fair 
share of resources 



A T the time of writing this 
month, Great Britain was 
busy winning medals at 
London 2012. 

I must say, when the Olympic Torch 
came through Haverhill I felt so proud 
that I would have presented a gold 
medal to everyone who came to the 
town that day to make it such a 
wonderful occasion. The community 
spirit was overwhelming. I have since 
had many positive comments from far 
and wide, saying what a good show we 
put on. Well done Haverhill! 

It will take an Olympian effort to 
stop ‘our’ PCT, NHS Suffolk, from 
carrying out their cuts in local 
healthcare. As you know, the town 
council has been campaigning for the 
Crown Walk-in Health Centre to stay 
open until proper plans have been 
made to provide its services elsewhere 
in the town, and for the £1.2 million 
saved from the closure to be spent 
here - not elsewhere in the county 
Town councillors, our MP and 
members of the public were out in 
numbers on the day of the Walk-in 
Centre closure on July 28, to highlight 
our concerns that Haverhill is being 
treated unfairly Cllr Roger Andre, Cllr 
Maureen Byrne and our MP were 
interviewed by BBC Look East and the

town clerk was interviewed on BBC 
Radio Suffolk. It is very important that 
the town’s voice is heard outside 
Haverhill. 

Town councillors are determined to 
fight the PCT for the money they are 
taking out of Haverhill. We do 
understand the need to talk as well 
though -1 and other councillors have 
already had talks with the new Clinical 
Commissioning Group that will take 
over from NHS Suffolk next year, and 


we are hopeful that they will offer 
more of a listening ear. 

We want to send a very strong 
message to the PCT that the town 
demands its fair share of resources. 
Since announcing the closure, they 
have focused their efforts on telling 
people to go to their pharmacist for 
help. This shows that they accept that 
GP surgeries won’t be able to cope, 
and the message is that Haverhill will 
have to settle for a second-class health 


service. We are not prepared to let 
their actions go unchallenged. 

Councillors are also angry that 
recent announcements by die PCT 
about funding suggest that the savings 
from the Crown are being reinvested 
in Haverhill. It simply isn’t true. The 
funding announced for dementia 
services and the refurbishment of a 
local clinic is not new money - it 
would have been spent anyway - and 
it won’t do anything to help maintain 
GP and out-of-hours provision in 
Haverhill. 

It looks like in the very near future 
that more than 240 houses will be 
built in the town. This shows how 
Haverhill’s population is continuing to 
rise - it is expected to reach 35,000 by 
2031, a size that would warrant a local 
hospital. Councillors are perplexed 
that instead of responding to this with 
appropriate planning, NHS Suffolk 
appears to be withdrawing from the 
town. The nearest hospitals are 40 
minutes away from Haverhill in 
Cambridge and Bury St Edmunds. 

Haverhill Town Council is 
determined to highlight the dangers 
posed to its community by NHS 
Suffolk’s actions. 

As I have said before, it is such an 
honour to represent Haverhill as your 
mayor, whether campaigning for 


better healthcare or attending joyous 
occasions such as the Torch Relay. At 
the borough mayor’s (Councillor Tim 
Marks) civic service at St Mary’s in 
Haverhill, other town mayors said 
how wonderful Haverhill looked, with 
all the flags and bunting put up by 
your town council. 

Another busy diary for me over the 
last month. I have been to the Ipswich 
Mayor’s At Home event, meeting other 
mayors from all over the region. I 
attended the Torch Book Project at 
The Arts Centre, with some of the 
students and teachers of all the 
primary schools in Haverhill and 
villages just outside the town, reading 
from the book for which each of the 
schools wrote a chapter. I very much 
enjoyed the Stepping Stones Olympic 
Sports Day and the Graduation Ball, at 
which I presented each graduate with 
a scroll - looking at their faces as I 
called their names was a picture 
which I will never forget and every 
one of them shook my hand. I 
presented trophies to the Historic 
Commercial Vehicle Association 
winners. I also attended a charity 
dinner with the chair of Babergh 
District Council, a charity curry 
evening in Ipswich and last, but by no 
means least, the Haverhill Twin Town 
Association Lunch.

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Glamour girl Laurie is 
the queen of the road

O N first meeting 
Laurie Bartram 
- taking in her 
carefully manicured 
nails, perfect hair and 
outrageous, jewel- 
encrusted trainers - 
youd be forgiven for 
thinking she was a girly 
girl, probably with a 
girly job. 

Then she jumps up into 
the cabin of a 44-tonne 
articulated lorry, swings it 
around as if it were a Mini, 
and you realise that people 
can surprise you. 

“A lot of people don’t 
know how to approach me,” 
laughs the slender blonde 
22-year-old. 

“On a night out, people 
ask you what your name is 
and you get on to the 
subject of what you do... 
then they walk away 
because they don’t believe 
you. It’s hilarious!” 

Looking down at her 
trainers, a recent purchase 
made especially for her by 
the lady who styled shoes for 
XFacto r’s Little Mix, she 
says: “Everything of mine is 
blinged-up. I might get her 


to do some work boots for 
me next. They were a lot of 
money, but I thought, ‘Hey, I 
work hard for my money’. If 
I’m spending money I like to 
know that I’ve earned it. I 
love working hard and that 
sense of achievement it 
brings.” 

We’re standing in the rain 
on Laurie’s parents’ farm 
and haulage firm, Bartram 
Express, based in Littleport, 
where Laurie - yep, that’s 
her real name - has worked 
since the age of 14. 

“I’ve been around lorries 
all my life,” she says, flicking 
her fringe out of her eyes, 
but otherwise unbothered 
by the downpour. 

“I used to go out with dad 
from a young age, so I’ve 
always spent a lot of time 
around them. It’s something 
I’ve always wanted to do - 
and I knew it was something 
that would make me 
different.” 

With a name like hers, I 
suggest, it must have felt like 
even more of a natural 
calling? “I was here before 
the lorries, actually,” she 
grins. 

“But it does make people 
laugh. I get that all the time: 


‘Is it a nickname?’ No. ‘Were 
your mum and dad having a 
joke?’ No. But they don’t 
forget it in a hurry” 

Her determination not to 
compromise her femininity 
was a conscious decision 
too. “I always have my nails 
done when I’m out in the 
lorries. Sunbed, hair done... 
if you’re not careful you fall 
into being tarred with the 
same brush, and that’s what 
I don’t want. There is a 
stereotype about women 
lorry drivers, but that’s not 
me. I want to bring a fresh 
new image to it.” 

She also reckons she has a 
fairly unique in-cab playlist. 

“Music’s the only thing to 
keep you occupied on a long 
drive,” she says. “But you 
probably won’t find another 
driver who has Steps and 
NSync on their iPod.” 

Unsurprisingly, Laurie has 
found herself being 
increasingly noticed in the 
wider industry which, keen 
to promote the idea of 
driving commercial vehicles 
to a younger generation, has 
adopted her as its 
ambassador. It’s early days, 
but Laurie plans to visit 
schools to spread awareness 
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among those who may not 
otherwise have considered 
that line of work. 

It started only months 
ago when Laurie was 
named Commercial Driver 
of the Year at the 2012 MAN 
Everywoman in Transport 
& Logistics Awards, at a 
glittering ceremony held at 
The Savoy 

“When I got there I 
thought, ‘I’m definitely not 
going to win this. I felt 
totally out of my comfort 
zone. I was around all these 
ladies who were very high 
up in their departments; I 
was the youngest there. 

“I told them I was only a 
lorry driver, and someone 
said, ‘You’re not ONLY a 
lorry driver. You might feel 
like you’re at the bottom of 
the pile, but you can get rid 
of your general managers 
while, at the end of the day, 
we’ll still need drivers’. 

“It was a brilliant day,” 
she continues, “it definitely 
opened a lot of doors for 
me. I’d like to go to schools 
and talk about what I do, 
and hopefully encourage 
kids - especially girls - to 
think about it as a career. 
Because it shouldn’t be a 
sexist job, anyone can do 
it.” 

So what does she feel are 
the main reasons that hold 
back women from getting 
into the industry? “I think 
the main thing is that it isn’t 
spoken about. It wouldn’t 
even cross people’s minds. 
And there are things about 
the industry that need to 
change, like the places we 
go to stop, for example. The 
facilities are awful - they’re 
bad enough for the men, 
but for women...” 

Laurie dropped out of 
school at 14, feeling it was 
taking her down a route she 
wasn’t interested in, and 
played-up in class as a 
result. 

“I was awful. I loved the 


social part, but that’s all I 
went for. At one point they 
put me in a classroom with 
all boys thinking I’d behave 
myself better, but that was 
even worse! I had no time 
for it because I knew what I 
wanted to do - and algebra 
wasn’t going to help me get 
there.” 

She was tutored at home 
for a year until an NVQ 
course in horsecare came 
up (Laurie is also a 
proficient showjumper and 
has her own horse, James). 
She enrolled, and soon 
found she could get around 
much easier being able to 
drive the horseboxes 
herself. 

Starting by gaining her 
Advanced CPC for carrying 
livestock, Laurie went on to 
become one of the 
youngest females in the 
country to obtain a Drivers 
Certificate of Professional 
Competence, allowing her 
to become a fully-fledged 
member of her dad’s 
commercial driving team. 

While the family 
business proved an 
excellent place to cut her 
teeth, Laurie was soon 
itching to stretch her legs 
and do more than was 
being offered to her at 
Bartram Express. 

“Dad was a bit protective 
of me,” she admits. “He’d 
give me a few odd jobs but 
he’s got a full staff here and 
they mean a lot to him so I 
was just fitting in, doing the 
jobs he thought I could do. 
There was so much more I 
wanted to do so in the end I 
thought ‘right, I need to go 
off and do my own thing’. 
I’ve got my own place now, 
and I work for an agency. I 
was even a bin lady for a 
while, driving dust carts. 
That was a great job,” she 
enthuses. 

She makes it sound so 
easy, but as a young woman 
in a man’s world, Laurie has 


had to work doubly hard to 
prove herself capable. 

Asked if she finds male 
colleagues often don’t take 
her seriously, or don’t 
expect her to be any good, 
she answers: “Oh, definitely. 
Especially if you have to 
back into a bay or do a 
manoeuvre, they’ll stand 
there and watch. It’s the 
worst feeling - but then the 
feeling when you do it the 
first time and you can see 
them watching is brilliant.” 

There are problems that 
arise for a young woman 
alone on the road, 
especially with Laurie’s 
striking looks and friendly 
manner - and when the 
tanker drivers went on 
strike in May this year, 
Laurie found herself in a 
potentially dangerous 
position. 

“I’d parked up in an 
industrial estate and started 
panicking because people 
had been panic-buying fuel 
and I knew lorries had been 
targeted. I remember 
dreaming that someone 
was stealing my diesel. That 
was a horrible feeling. But I 
just closed my curtains and 
kept my head down.” 

Still, her determination 
and bravery to be both 
different and true to herself 
is paying off for Laurie, who 
has already been featured 
in several magazines - and 
took a call from The Mirror 
just this morning. 

“A lot of people have said 
I’m a good ambassador for 
the industry, and I 
definitely hope I can make 
a difference,” she reflects. 

“I’ve made a lot of 
Facebook friends, and lots 
of young people have 
contacted me wanting to 
find out more, which is 
absolutely great. But at the 
end of the day, I don’t see 
myself sitting in an office, I 
want to out there driving. 
That’s what I enjoy.”

GARDENING 


Showing them a touch of glass 


W HILE many 

gardeners wait 
until autumn to 
carry out vital greenhouse 
maintenance, summer is 
also a good time as it’s 
generally warm enough for 
you to put pots outside to 
allow you to move around 
inside. 

Greenhouse and frame 
maintenance should be carried 
out a couple of times a year, 
ideally in early spring when you 
can clean the glass inside and out, 
wash down the staging and 
remove debris from guttering. 

At this time of year, take 
advantage on dry days by making 
sure the glass fits snugly to the 
frame and replace any broken 
panes, wearing gloves and a pair 
of goggles. 

Use a hose and long-handled, 
soft-bristled brush to clean the 
roof glass, while you can take a 
washing-up cloth to the sides 
going over all areas, because even 
if the glass looks clean, it will 
probably have a thin layer of 
algae on it. Where panes overlap, 
use a lolly stick or plastic plant 
label to ease out the dirt before 
giving the area a squirt with the 
hose pipe. 

Clean out debris from guttering 
and check that the brackets are 
sound and firmly attached and

that there are no leaks. A leaking 
gutter is a common cause of 
rotting frames in wooden 
greenhouses. Small leaks can be 
repaired with a flexible, 
transparent, silicone polymer 
applied with a mastic gun, but for 
larger leaks, you may have to fit 
new gutters and downpipes. 

Wooden frames need to be 
scrubbed clean with detergent 
and should be checked for rot. 

Cut back rotten wood to where it 
is sound and replace it with 
naturally durable wood such as 
pressure-treated timber. New bare 
wood should be treated with 
wood preservative. Aluminium 
frames should only require a 
quick brush over. 

Once you have cleaned the 
outside, bring your plants 
outdoors if weather permits and 
remove weeds from the comers of 
the greenhouse and gaps between 
the paving stones of the path. 
Wash and clean the glass and 


frame inside, sweep away debris 
and wash down staging, which 
will help prevent problems from 
pests and diseases over the 
winter. 

The resting stages of pests, 
especially the non-feeding adult 
females of red spider mites, can 
be hit hard by washing down. 
Allow the greenhouse to dry 
before moving the plants back in 
and check vents, lubricate hinges 
and adjust automatic vent 
openers. 

Remember that all the usual 
greenhouse pests will remain 
active and breed rapidly in warm 
weather. Biological controls are 
very effective in the greenhouse, 
but be careful not to destroy them 
with insecticides. 

It’s wise to give each plant a 
health check before you bring it 
back in, weeding it and trimming 
if necessary. Dead leaves can be 
removed and you can boost your 
plant with a new top dressing. 
Pick off any slugs, snails or other 
pest and leave any plant which is 
infested with pests outside for 
more treatment. 

If you have recurring problems 
with moss and algae on internal 
greenhouse surfaces, try 
increasing ventilation. Be aware, 
too, that algae, moss and 
liverwort growth can also occur if 
pots and seed trays are not 
thoroughly cleaned and sterilised 
before use. 


TAKE CARE: although autumn is a good time to tackle greenhouse maintenance, 
summer can present its own opportunities for a little tender loving care.

Some 
drivers get 
‘lucky dip’ 
at pumps 

SOME drivers have been 
getting a “lucky dip” 
when filling up with fuel, 
with some pumps 
supplying more fuel than 
the counter indicates, 
the AA has said. 

Some motorists have 
been getting as much as 
4.4 per cent more petrol 
than shown on the 
pump, the AA revealed. 

This is effectively a 
6p-a-litre gift to drivers 
at a time when prices 
are extremely high. 

The AA said the 
discrepancies had come 
to light after AA 
members feared they 
were not getting enough 
petrol for their money. 

It added that trading 
standards officers had 
reported discrepancies 
at four of 38 sites in 
Cumbria and 11 of 216 
nozzles in Derby. 

In Newport in South 
Wales, just two of 353 
nozzles failed - one of 
them giving more fuel 
than indicated. 

The AA said an EU 
ruling that will eventually 
force retailers to 
upgrade forecourt 
equipment to meet the 
new Measuring Instru¬ 
ments Directive, coming 
into force by the end of 
October 2016, had 
created an incompati¬ 
bility problem for fore¬ 
courts with a mix of 
ageing and newer 
pumps. 

AA president Edmund 
King said: “Following 
concern from members, 
the AA carried out 
preliminary tests at a 
handful of fuel stations 
to see if there were 
grounds for a more 
comprehensive survey. 

“Not only did all the 
pumps dispense at least 
the right amount, but 
most gave even more.” 

“Petrol this week 
averaged 134.17p a litre 
- two years ago, it was 

116.60p. 

“Inevitably, some 
motorists are watching 
their gauges like hawks 
and complaining to 
Trading Standards.”

More over-50s duck car maintenance 



THE number of over-50s 
carrying out basic car 
maintenance has almost 
halved in the last five years, 
according to a survey. 

Just 10 percent of older 
car owners are likely to 
attempt basic repairs on 
their vehicle compared with 
17 per cent in 2007, the 
survey by Saga Motor 
Insurance found. 

Five years ago, a Saga 
poll found that 60 per cent 
would take their car to the 
garage if it needed 
comparatively easy 
problems fixed such as a 
change of battery or an oil 
filter. 

The latest poll showed 
this figure has risen to 77 
per cent. 


Among the over-50s, 
Londoners are the ones 
most likely to eschew DIY 
on their car, while vehicle 
owners from north-east 
England are the ones 
keenest to try to fix 
problems themselves. 

The poll of more than 
9,000 Saga customers also 
showed that those with 
cars more than 10 years 
old were almost twice as 
likely to attempt their own 
repairs than those with 
vehicles less than a year 
old. 

Just 2 per cent of 
women, compared with 15 
per cent of men, were likely 
to do DIY on their cars, but 
16 per cent of men have to 
take their vehicle to a 


garage after failing in their 
attempt to sort out their 
problem. 

Just three per cent of 


over-50s would now ask 
for help with repairs, 
compared with seven per 
cent five years ago.

■ One in five of these have 
only taken up the pastime in 
the last six months. 

■ One of the biggest areas of 
concern for new ‘towers’ is 
their lack of knowledge on the 
towing capabilities of their 
vehicle, resulting in drivers 
buying and renting caravans 
their car doesn’t have suffic¬ 
ient power and torque to tow 

■ Risks are heightened by the 
pressures ‘towers’ face from 
other road users 

■ More than 40 per cent of 
those interviewed admit to 
having felt forced to take risks 

■ Almost a quarter said they 
have had to speed up after 
being tailgated 

■ More than one in 10 have 
had to brake heavily 

■ A further one in 10 had to 


swerve due to other drivers’ 
lack of consideration 

Speaking on the research

■ When approaching an 
incline select a lower gear in 
good time.
